Plans are well underway for the annual World Student Service Fund 
drive which is slated for the college campus November 17-21. Donations 
will be used to assist educational development in areas of the world 
where proper educational facilities are lacking or are hindered by lack 


of finances. 


This year WSSF will be operating in conjunction with the World 


University Service, an international 
organization with headquarters in 
Geneva, Switzerland. WSSF aligned 
itself with the world-wide group 
when it accepted an invitation at. 
the second annual WUS assembly 
at Grenoble, France, in July of this 
year. 

For 15 years WSSF has appealed 
to the students in preparatory 
schools, colleges, and universities 
of America to care enough about 
the welfare of their contemporaries 
in other lands to give with intelli- 
gent generosity. This appeal has 
never been for charity, according 
to the organization’s officials, but 
always for a sharing of our dis- 
proportionate abundance of re- 
sources. 

Last year, it is reported, WUS’s 
national branches gave a million | 
dollars through its Central Inter- | 
national program to needy areas. | 
Major emphasis was placed on proj- | 
ects in Asia and the Middle East. | 
Central funds were also used to 
provide supplies and equiprnent dif- 
ficult — or expensive — to obtain | 
within particular countries. 

World-wide beneficiaries of | 
WSSF funds, as dispersed by WUS, 
are numerous and varied. Countries 
that are on the list for current bene- 
fits include: Greece, Yugoslavia, | 
South Africa, Egypt, Israel, Leba- | 
non, Syria, Turkey, Burma, India, 
Indonesia, Pakistan, Thailand, Ja- 
pan, Korea, Australia, and New| 
Zealand. 

Scme of the ideals for the wel- 
fare of beneficiaries of these funds | 
set up the following basic stand- 
ards desired of the people: 

To live, even at subsistence level, 
people must have food, clothing and 
a place to sleep.

SSC Students May 
Try for Foreign 
Study Awards 


Sacramento State College has the 
privilege of nominating two stu- 
dents as candidates in competition 
for Fulbright scholarships. 

These awards are part of the edu- 
cational exchange program of the 
Department of State. The objec- 
tives are to promote better under- 
standing of the U. S. and mutual 
understanding between peoples of 
the world through placing Ameri- 
can students abroad. 

The Fulbright Scholarships make 
generous provision for expenses 
abroad for outstanding American 
students. Dependents may be taken 
but at the student’s own expense. 
The selection of the country should 
be made in relation to language 
skills for which a refresher course 
is provided. There are no limita- 
tions on the fields of study but the 
existence of facilities in a given 
country must be considered. 

Requiremenis Listed 

Eligibility requirements are as 
follows: 

1. United States citizenship. Rec- 
ommended candidates may be re- 
quired to submit proof of citizen- 
ship. 

2. A college degree or its equiva- 
lent at the time award is to be 
taken up. (Applicants who hold a 
doctoral degree at time of applica- 
tion should apply to the Conference 
Board.) 

S$. Knowledge of the language of 
the country sufficient to carry on 
the proposed study. For those coun- 
tries whose languages are not wide- 
ly taught in the United States, al- 
lowance wiil be made for applicants 
intending to acquire language com- 
petence prior to taking up awards. 

4. Good health. 

The countries now cooperating in 
the plan are the following: 

Australia, Austria, Belgium and 
Luxembourg, Burma, Denmark. 
Egypt, France, Greece, India, Iran, 
Iraq, Italy, Japan, Netherlands, 
New Zealand, Norway, Pakistan, 
Philippines, Thailand, Turkey, 
Union of South Africa, United 
Kingdom. 

The Deadline for Applications at 
SSC is October 31, 1352. For addi- 
tional information and application 
blanks, see Dr. Bailey or Dr. Bram- 
mer at the 9th Avenue Annex.
